Restoration of the water rate as it

committee of city council Thursday 
afternoon. 

If approved by council Monday and 
later by Mayor Sims, it will become 
operative at once. 

Alderman Claude L. Ashley, chair- 
man of the water committee, who with 
W. Zode Smith have been at work 
for two weeks drafting the new scale, 
paid the reduction would mean a sav- 
ing of from 20 cents to 60 cents a 
month for the average household, or 
an annual saving to the people of 
Atlanta of $540,000.

Washington, January 28.—The

The opening speech of Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, chairman of the fi- 
nance committee, and the interrup- 
tions to his analysis of the bill and 
those speeches which followed brought 
out discussion of virtually every point 
at issue, including estate taxes, pub- 
licity. nuisance taxes, amount of total 
reduction, and the time which should 
be allowed for consideration. 

It became evident that every ef- 
fort wilk be made to rush the meas- 
ure. Senator Smoot insisted the sen- 
ate should complete the bill by Feb- 
ruary 10, putting aside as imprac- 
tical a suggestion of Senator Norris, 
Nebraska, republican, that the time 
of payment of first tax installments 
be advanced to April 1 or 15, in or- 
der that more time would be given 
to consideration.

BUDGET IS PASSED 


“We Will Try To Run 
Schools Through Year,

The ‘adjustment salary’’ schedule 
as indorsed by the Atlanta Publie 
School Teachers’ association, which 
will mean slight salary increases for 
the majority of Atlanta publie school 
teachers, was passed by the board of 
education Thursday afternoon with 
adoption of the 1926 budget. 

The new salary schedule provides 
for payment of Atlanta teachers on 
the basis of “professional trating and 
years of service,” and will be aug- 
mented as additional teachers qualify 
from year to year over a period of 
fi to 10 years, as there are maximum 
provisions. 

$354,000 More Than Revenue. 

The budget, as approved, calls for 
expenditure of $3,354,329.21 for oper- 
ation and maintenance of the schools 
during the year, or an amount ap- 
proximately $354,000 in excess of the 
total amount allotted the schools for 
all purposes. 

The board used the pruning knife 
in cutting appropriations in the “x” 
budget as compiled by R. R. Ritthie,” 
first assistant superintendent in 
charge of business affairs. This bud- 
get, he explained, provided only for 
“bare necessities.” 

In all $156,000 was cut off. The 
adjustment in teachers’ salaries, how- 
ever, was voted after this cut had 
been made.

Let such individuals swallow a seated 
capsule of powdered lycopodium, and 
within a few hours afterward they 
will have a vellow coating on the 
back of the tongue, and microscopic 
examination of scrapings from this de- 
posit will show the grains of lyco- 
podium, proving that the material 
has been carried back from the stom- 
ach by reverse peristalsis. In like 
manner putrefactive material may be 
regurgitated from the stomach or the 
The remedy for such tron- 
ble is correction of the diet and in 
most eases the cure of the physic 
habit, for the habitual use of physies 
is a common cause of reverse paris- 
talsis. 

Septic tonsils (infected or diseased) 
frequently cause a foul breath, the 
odor arising from decomposing ma- 
terial in the crypts or submerged 
spaces in the tonsils or from pus ex- 
uding from the crypts.

There were a hal. dozen other large 
exhibition buildings for exhibits of 
railroad appliances, agricultural im- 
plements, carriages and wagons, arts 
and industries, horticultural products, 
and buildings for use as press pavil- 
ion, police headquarters and restau- 
rant. All these were handsomely de- 
signed and presented a very pleasing 
panomara to the eye of the visitor. 
The grounds were landscaped in a 
most artistic way. In addition there 
were a number of special buildings 
erected by individual exhibitors and 
one by the state of Florida for an ex- 
hibition of her resources and products. 

The day set for the opening of the 
exposition was October 5, 1881, and 
the event was celebrated by practically 
the whole population of Atlanta, who 
were jubilant over the creation of so 
great an enterprise in the city. A 
great civic and military parade open- 
ed the exercises of dedication. 

In the formal ceremonies on the ex- 
position grounds’ Director General 
Kimball presented the finishe ? exposi- 
tion,to the president of the executive 
board, Governor Colquitt, who accept- 
ed it in a most felicitous speech. Then 
was introduced to the great assem- 
blage that charming orator of North 
Carolina, Senator Zebulon B. Vance. 
and no more glowing eulogy of the 
south or propheey of its inevitable 
future prosperity has ever been spoken 
to her people. The next orator was 
the nationally famous *“Tall Syeamore 
of the Wabash,” Senator Daniel W.

pronounced success in its every fea- 
ture. One of the unique instances 
connected with it obtained world-wide 
publication. It comprised the trans- 
actions of a single day. At dawn of 
that day the cotton plants in a special 
field within the exposition -grounds 
were offering their fleecy fruit to the 
hand of the picker who was there at 
daylight ready to gather it in. The 
cotton was swiftly ginned, conveyed to 
the spinning jennies, drawn into 
thread, woven upon the looms into a 
web of jeans, dried and dried, turned 
over to the tailor, cut and fitted into 
a couple of dress suits which were 
worn that night at a public reception 
at the governor’s mansion by Senator 
Brown and Governor Col- 
uitt. This feat of a day in the ma- 
ipulation of cotton was published 
throughout the civilized world and 
ave to the Atlanta exposition a ce- 
lebrity that fixed the name of the city 
n the memory of mankind. The ex- 
ecution of this feat shows how com- 
plete the exposition was in equipment 
as a distinctively cotton exposition. 


There were 1,113 listed exhibits on 
the floors and in the galleries of the 
exposition. More than half of them 
represented southern products and the 
output of southern industries. Dur- 
ing the 76 days’ duration of the expo- 
Sition the average daily attendance 
Was over 38,800; the largest single 
day’s admission was on Planters’ day, 
when there were more than 10,000 
persons on the grounds. The exposi- 
tion closed on the last day of Decem- 
ber with glorification ceremonies be- 
cause it had proven both a financial 
and industrial success. 

There can be no question that the 
fact and fame of this exposition did 
more to make Atlanta known through- 
out the nation than anv single event 
since the civil war. That it had a 
tremendous influence in directing in- 
vestments and industries to Atlanta 
and into other localities in the south 
is unquestionable. 

One immediate fact right here at 
home was the sale of the exposition 
grounds and buildings to the Exposi- 
tion Cotton Mills company. ‘They 
still occupy the main exposition build- 
ing and the output of the mill has 
been continuous for over forty years, 
and most of the pro-luct is especially 
manufactured for expurt te oriental 
countries, 

The memories of that successful 
adventure in advertising Atlanta re- 
mained vivid in the minds of our pro- 
gressive citizens, and in 1SS7 an en- 
terprising company of them projected 
the Piedmont exposition, with the ob- 
Ject ot exploiting the natural re- 
sources of the great Piedmont country 
of the south, including that terrain in 
Georgian, the Carolinas, Tennessee 
and Alabama. The exposition was 
held upon the grounds now embraced 
in Piedmont park with eommodious 
and impressive buildings and with a 
great array. o. exhibits, illustrating 
progress in the agriculture and indus- 
tries of both the white and the colored 
people of the region. That exposition 
was opened with addresses by Gover- 
nor John KB. Gordon and the Hon. 
Samuel J. Randall, of Pennsylvania, 
and during its continuance was visit- 
ed by President Cleveland and mem- 
bers of his cabinet. <As the first dem- 
ocratiec president since the days of 
James Buchanan, President Cleveland 
was greeted by a tremendous crowd 
and accorded the most enthusiastie 
ovation whenever he appeared. 

The exposition was a tremendous 
success and became the fore-runner 
of the subsequent series of Southeast-

Standards of negro schools in the 
south are gradually being raised as 
a result of increasing professional re- 
quirements for teachers, negro edu- 
cators who spoke at the workers’ day 
session of the thirty-fifth annual Tus- 
kegee negro conference here today de- 
clared.

| The Day in Fmance 


Motor Shares, Feature 


Profit-Taking and Short Sell- 
ing for a While. 


New York, January 28.—Motor 
shares, which were the feature of the 
late trading yesterday, were the lead- 
ers in a further price recovery of 
stocks during the early trading today. 
The resumed upward price movement, 
however, resulted in profit-taking and 
short selling. But the decline thus 
brought about was short lived. While 
the volume of trading today was again 
comparatively small, the undertone 
of the market was strong. 

Railroad shures were strong on the 
favorable preliminary earnings state- 
ments now being published for 1925. 
Southern railway shows $16 a share 
for the common stock last year : gainst 
$12 for 1924. 3altimore and Qhio 
shows $12 for 1925 against $&9° for 
1924. For the past five years, or 
sinee the end of wartime federal con- 
trol, Baltimore and Ohio has earned 
no less than $35,315,000, or $38 a 
share, for its common stock, paying 


‘out $12 a share or $18,947,000 in divi- 


dends and reinvesting $39,372,000 in 
the property. Some months ago a 
director of Baltimore and Ohio, re- 
turning from an inspection trip, a man 
closely identified with the First Na- 
tional bank here, was quoted in this 
column as saying that Baltimore and 
Ohio had arrived and had a promis- 
ing future. 

Bankers here made a public offer- 
ing of $30,000,000 Baltimore and 
Ohio 5 per cent bonds at 95 1-2 to 
yield 5.24 per cent. The subscription 
books were opened at 10 o’clock and 
immediately closed with all the bonds 
sold.

JAPANESE. PREMIER 


Tokio, January » 28.—(/)—Reijiro 
@Vakatsuki was formally appointed 
premier today ad interim by Prince 
Regent Hirohito. Mr. Wakatsuki., 
who was minister of home affairs in 
the cabinet of Viscoun Takaaki Kato, 
takes the place left vacant by the lat- 


ter’'s death, which took place early this 
morning. He is the leader of the 
Keneseikai party. 


The Japanese diet has been pro- 
rogued for five days as a result.of the 
death here early today of Viscount 
Takaaki Katt, the premier. 

Viscount Kato’s death was unex- 
pected, as bulletins issued last night 
stated he apparently was recovering. 
Pneumonia developed from influeaza 
and his generally poor physical condi- 
tion resulted in death. 

Political conditions are drastic gen- 
erally. It is expected the diet will 
be dissolved shortly. 


The premier was stricken with in- 
fluenza last Saturday, and while his 
physicians said his condition was not 
serious, they watched him closely, and 
would not permit him to attend ses- 


sions of the diet. Tuesday, when it 
appeared likely that his absence from 
office would be prolonged, Wakatsuki 
was selected to act temporarily as pre- 
mier.
